WASHINGTON,  D.  C— Despite 
the  roll  of  war  drums,  Uncle  Sam 
and  Santa  Claus  have  joined 
hands  to  bring  holiday  cheer  to 
American  servicemen  at  home  and 
abroad  and  children  of  distant 
lands. 

With  the  American  Red  Cross 
acting  as  the  distributing  medium, 
contents  of  the  immense  Christ- 
mas sock  have  been  flowing  over- 
seas in  a  steady  stream 
months. 

Preparations  lor  the  observance 
in  hospitals  at  Army  and  Navy 
bases  at  home  and  foreign  stations 
were  planned  last-summer  when 
most  people  were  more  concerned 
with  the  heat  than  with  Christ- 
mas. 

.  Santa's  chief  worry,  finding 
troop  concentrations  known  only 
by  an  A.  P.  O.  number,  was  solved 
by  military  authorities  who  pro- 
vided space  on  freighters  and  gov- 
ernment transports  moving  war 
supplies  up  to  the  fronts. 

In  addition  to  these  shipments 
are  the  offerings  of  the  American 
Junior  Red  Cross,  loaded  m  many 
ships'  holds  and  now  moving 
across  seas  as  another  expression 
of  America's  goodwill. 
FIRST  CONCERN 

The  first  concern  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  field  workers  at 
Christmas  time  is  the  welfare  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  m  service  hos- 
pitals. Elaborate  programs  have 
been  planned  to  supplement  the 
generous  celebration  Uncle  Sam 
provides  for  his  warriors.  Christ- 
mas carols  will  echo  through  hos- 
pital wards,  recreation  halls  will 
resound  with  gayety,  whenever 
possible  traditional  holiday  green- 
ery will  abound,  but  whether  the 
halls  are  decked  with  holy,  Span- 
ish moss,  or  palm  fronds,  the 
Christmas  spirit  will  be  present. 

Children  of  Alaska  and  Iceland, 
England,  Greenland,  and  Central 
.  and  .South  America  will  receive 
attractive  boxes  of  toys  assembled 
by  members  of  the  Junior  Red 
Cross  throughout  the  United 
States.  Fifty  thousand  have  been 
consigned  to  England,  2,000  to  Ire- 
land, 1,500  to  Greenland,  a  large 
number  to  Alaska  and  the  remain- 
der to  Central  and  South  America. 
This  has  been  an  annual  project  of 
the  Junior  Red  Cross  since  the 
first  World  War,  its  scope  increas- 
ing with  the  years. 

In  the  great  military  centers 
overseas,  such  as  Great  Britain 


and  Australia,  tons  of  supplies, 
such  as  candies,  tobacco,  cigar- 
ettes and  small  toilet  articles,  will- 
remind  American  servicemen  that 
they  are  not  forgotten.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  to  insure 
even  men  m  the  battle  zones  their 
Christmas  presents. 

Thus,  from  "pole-  to  pole, 
American  Red  Cross  workers  in 
the  field  are  reminding  service 
men  that  they  still  rate  top  prior- 
ity in  the  hearts  of  the  folks 
back  home.

Redeyes  Situation 

Installation  of  a  switchboard 
and  eight  telephone  booths  were 
ready  for  use  by  personnel  of  Fort 
Benning  at  the  USO  Club, 
Ninth  street,  in  Columbus,  last 
week  end,  it  was  announced  by 
Eugene  Bergmann,  director  of  the 
club. 

With  the  installation  of  the 
switchboard  and  booths,  ■  person- 
nel a  I  the  Fort  firfd  better  tele- 
phone accommodations  that  ease' 
the  situation  created  when  fires 
burned  part  of  the  Service  Club 
No.  1  on  the  main  post,  neces- 
sitating removal,  of  the  telephone 
switchboard  service  there.  Three 
booths  were  set  up  in  the  post 
gymnasium  and  a  full  switchboard 
service  will  be  set  up  later  at  the 
Post,  when  space  can  be  provided. 

An  operator  is  on  duty  every 
night  at  the  USO  club  so  that 
long  distance  calls  can  be  placed, 
and  two  will  be  kept  at  the  board 
each  Thursday,  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day night,  officials  of  the  tele- 
phone company  announced. 

Soldiers'  desiring,  to  place  long 
distance  calls  can  now  leave  their 
number  with  the  operator,  and 
then  will  be  paged  over  the  loud 
speaker  system. 

The  new  installation  was  put  in 
when  facilities  of  the  existing 
booths  became  overtaxed.  Fre- 
quently, Mr.  Bergmann  said,  as 
much  as  $400  in  .quarters  was  sup- 
plied as  change  by  the  USO  sol- 
diers making  long  distance  calls 
on  a  Sunday  night.  Now  the  pay- 
ment can  be  made  directly  to  the, 
operator  on  duty. 

The  new  plan  is  expected  to 
speed  up  making  of  telephone  calls 
and  to  help  relieve  the  load  of 
work  on  long  distance  operators. 

New  Goggles  Have 
Special  Lenses 

Goggles  with  five  sets  of  inter- 
changeable lenses,  which  provide 
protection  against  dust  and  glare, 
now  are  being  used  by  Army  avia- 
tors, anti-aircraft  gun  crews,  tank 
drivers,  tank  operators,  and  other 
soldiers  where  clear  vision  day 
or  night  is  essential. 

Col.  Stephen  B.  Massey,  direc- 
tor of  supply  at  Fort  Benning, 
told  of  the  new  development  yes- 
terday in  describing  how  they 
have  been  designed  by  the  tech- 
nicians of  the  Quartermaster 
Corps. 

The  goggles  are  cose  fitting  and 
the  soldier  can  insert  the  type 
of  lens  needed  within  a  few  sec- 
onds. The  lenses  come  in  clear, 
green,  amber,  light  red  and  dark 
red.  The  frames  are  made  of  re- 
claimed rubber  of  long-wearing 
qualities.  They  fit  close  to  the 
face  and  are  so  flexible  they 
can  be  carried  in  a  soldier's  poc- 
ket without  danger  of  breakage. 

Colonel  Massey  added  that  the 
clear  lens  is  for  protection  only 
and  does  not  affect  the  vision  or 
the  mechanism  of  the  eye.  Each 
of  the  other  colors  has  a  parti- 
cular use  such  as  piercing  a  haze, 
protection  in  extra^bright  sun- 
light, adapting  one's  eyes  in  go- 
ing from  light  into  sudden  dark, 
and  help  in  following  tracer  bul- 
lets.

Captain  James  "A.  Kehoe,  who 
pioneered  the  mountain  jungles 
to  set  up  the  advance  posts,  re-' 
ports  that  Naga  ears  arej  so  sharp 
that  they  sometimes  detect  planes 
a  full  minute  before  Americans 
pick  up  the  soundr  and  |  their  in- 
terest is  so  great  that  they  demand 
to  know  at  once  whether  the  air- 
craft are  American  or  Japanese. 

The  Naga  earn  twelve  cents  a 
day  building  roads  through  the 
hills  for  Army  jeeps.  Naga  chil- 
dren get  a  big  thrill  from  riding 
in  the  jeeps  over  the  few  level 
areas,  and  their  parents  have  pla- 
ced votive  offerings  of  I  bamboo, 
feathers  and  rice  at  each  treach- 
erous curve  of  the  road  to  protect 
the  soldier  drivers  from  accident. 

The  natives  prefer  to!  receive 
Iheir  wages  in  tin  cans,  which 
they  make  into  ornaments.  The 
keys  that  come  with  sardine  cans 
are  highly  valued  and  are  worn 
in  holes  pierced  through  the  ears 
and  nose,  the  outpost  units  re- 
port. -

Constructed,  under  the 
supervision  of  Fort  Benning's 
Area  Engineer,  Major  C.  W.  Ham- 
ilton, it  took  over  two  months 
and  100  men  to  convert  hilly  for- 
est land  into  a  level,  ultra-mod- 
rn  range  which  is  situated  to  take 
advantage  of  the  best  lighting  ef- 
fects and  background  possible, 
i  In  reality  it  is  three  ranges  in 
one,  each  allowing  thirty  men  to 
aire  at  once.  Two  of  the  ranges 
:have  firing  points  at  200,  300,  and 
j500  yards  while  the  third  has  100, 
;200.  300,  500  and  600  yard  points.

"It  is  my  desire  that  command- 
ing officers  of  all  grades  stress 
the  value  of  National  Service  Life 
Insurance  to  the  individual  sol- 
dier through  educational  methods 
and  by  personal  interview."

•  2.  SPLIT  STEP  METHOD:  Two  squads  main- 
tain one  step;  the  remaining  two,  the  opposite. 
In  extremely  difficult  cases  all  squads  may  main- 
tain a  different  step  but  this  is  resorted  to  only 
after  written  permission  is  obtained. 

t.  SMOKE  SCREEN  METHOD:  Every  mem- 
ber of  the  platoon  scuffs  his  feet  raising  so  much 
dust  that  their  cadence  cannot  be  observed.  This 
is  especially  effective  in  dusty  camps  if  such  a 
camp  is  available,  need  we  say  more. 

<,  VICE  VERSA  METHOD:  Have  the  platoon 
keep  in  the  opposite  step  of  the  third  platoon. 
This  simple  method  will  insure  accuracy  about 
three-fourths  of  the  time. 

5.  'SLOPPY  JOE- METHOD:  Every  platoon 
has  at  least  one  individual  who  is  always  out  of 
£tep  with  the  rest  of  the  group.  Make  him  guide 
and  you  -will  be  surprised  how  much  of  the  time 
he  will  be  in  step  with  the  student  company 
commander. 

6.  RIGHT  FOOT  METHOD:  Simply  have -the 
platoon  step  off  on  the  right- foot.  This.^method 
has  the  unique  feature  of  putting  the  group  in 
step  just  about  the  time  you  pass  by  the  C.  O.'s 
■window. 

These  methods  are  merely  suggestions  find 
readers  must  not  accept  them  as  the  ultimate— 
efter  all,  one  cannot  overlook  the  differences  in 
situations  and  terrain.

Take 
one  farming  community  in  the  West.  A  couple 
of  years  back  they  had  a  feud  to  every  square 
mile.

the  Post  -  Office  Department  are 
endeavoring  to  perfect  the  Army 
postal  system  "that  has  delivered 
and  received  millions  of  tons  of 
mail  in  the  life  of  the  soldier  at 
home  and  overseas,  Mr.  O'Con- 
nell  said  that  One  of  the  first  es- 
tablishments which ;  were  set  up 
by  American  forces  when  they 
landed  ,  in  North  Africa  was  the 
Army  post  office. 

Principal  problems  ,  which  may 
interrupt  the  smooth  flow  of  war- 
time mail  in  this .;  country  and 
abroad,  Mr.'  O'Connell  observed, 
is  the  manpower  and  transporta- 
tion -shortages  as  well  as  con- 
tinuously increasing  volume  of 
mail.  "Millions  of  tons  of  mail 
are  transported  by  « truck  both 
here  and  abroad,"  Mr.  O'Connell 
said. 

Members  of  the  armed  forces 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  as  well, 
as  our  citizens,"  the  speaker  con- 
tinued "can  make  a  vital  con- 
tribution: on  their  part  to  avoid 
unnecessary  delay  in  the  handling 
of  mail."  He  pointed  out  that 
thousands  of  letters  which  have 
gone  astray  or  delayed  en  route 
have  been'  caused  by  being  ad- 
dressed inadequately,  improperly, 
or  carelessly. 

Major  C.  W.  Hamilton,  area  en- 
gineer at  Fort  Benning,  who  is 
charged  with  the  construction  of 
the  post  office  building,  was  com- 
mended by  Mr.  O'Connell. ' 

"I  also  congratulate  Major  Ham- 
ilton," Mr.  O'Connell  said,  "who 
has  progressed  so  rapidly  in  the 
erection  of  this  structure.  I  am 
sure  that  when  it  ,is  completed, 
it  will  be  a  credit  to  him  and 
to  Fort  Benning." 

In  closing  Mr.  O'Connell  praised 
Leighton  McPhers'on,  postmaster 
of  Columbus,  and  described  him 
as  "one  of  the  great  postmasters 
of  the  nation."

What's  New  With  Q.M.? 


Conservation  practices  in  the  consumption  of  coffee  may  be 
something  new  to  the  civilian  populace,  but  its  nothing  new  m  Army 
mess  halls.  More  than  a  year  ago,  the  Quartermaster  Corps  maugur 
rated  such  a  program,  and  the  results  of  it  have  materially  increased 
the  quantity  of  the  beverage  available  for  the  general  public. 

Figures  show  that  Army  master '  menus  in  1941  called  for 
coffee  twice  a  day  on  the  basis  of  servings  reauirjng  7  pounds  of 
coffee  for  each  100  men  for  each  meal,  or  a  total- of  14  pounds  per 
day.  By  rigid  control  of  brewing  and  other  steps  calculated  to 
get  the  maximum  benefit  from  each  pound  of  coffee  it  was  pos- 
sible by  January  1st  of  this  year  to  reduce  the  requirements  from 
7  pounds  to  four  pounds  for  each  100  soldiers. 

This- program  of  conservation  is  reflected  not  only  in  increased 
supplies  for  civilian  consumers,  but  also  in  releasing  valuable  shipping 
space.  Coffee  will  still  be  served  once  a  day  and  suitable  substitute 
beverages  will  be  served  at  the  other  two  meals.  Tea,  milk,  cocoa, 
fruit  juices,  and  the  like  are  provided,  and  are  preferred  by  many 
G.  I.'s.  Actually,  the  number:  of  men  at  Benning  who  prefer  other 
beverages  at  all  meals  makes  it  possible  for  the  profound  coffee  drink- 
ers to  enjoy  that  beverage  more  than  once  a  day. 

Army  tents,  tarpaulins,  and  truck  covers  now  are  made  fire, 
weather,  and  water  resistant  by  the  application  of  an  improved 
protective  film  based  on  resin  plastics.  The  plastic  compound 
is  blended  with  the  compounds  designed  to  guard  against  weather- 
ing and  storage  deterioration  and  the  entire  preservative  surface 
is  laid  on  in  one  operation.  _ 

The  new  plastic  element,  composed  of  ordinary  pine  pitch  and 
phenol  formaldehyde  resins,  is  cheaper  and  more  effective  than  the 
chlorinated  rubber  previously  used  for  the  same  purpose.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  approximately  10  millions  pounds  will  te  used  on  Army 
tentage  during  1943.  .  \  ^,  \  ,         •  ..  . 

Latest  food  item  to  be  developed  in  tablet  form  by  the  in- 
genious Quartermaster  Corps  technicians  is  an  imitation  vanilla  , 
tablet,  which  will  be  used  only  at  overseas  stations.  The  tablet 
"weighs  5  grains,  and  is  equivalent  to  a  teaspoonful  of  vanilla  ex- 
tract. It  will  dissolve  in  either  hot  or  cold  liquids.  The  tablets 
are  packed  in  weather-proofed  containers  which  g^ve^protection 
against  light  rays  and  insects;  ■  ■  , 

Last  week,  the  Quartermaster  Corps  announced  that  it  had  de- 
veloped three  new  types  of  footgear  for  use  by  the  Army.   Two  ol 
them  are  to  be  worn  over  the  service  shoe  while  the  third  is  a  special-

The  "non-skid'' number  is  known,  as  a  boatman  s  shoe,  "  has 
a  canvas  top  and  rubber  sole  and  looks  like  a  tennis^sneaker.

Wtien  a 
soldier  puts  a  slight  pressure  on  the  sole,  the  rubber  spreads  and

An  analysis  of  jthe  order  apply- 
ing to  soldiers  pyer  38  years  old 
has  now  been  made  by  officials 
in  Washington  ft  is  announced 
by  officials  at  Fort  Benning. 

Those  who  are  in  the  "oldster' 
age  group  may  now  be  considered 
for  ari  honorable,  discharge  from 
the  Army  by  complying  with  the 
following  rules,  it  was  announr 
ced:  , 

1.  The  soldier  must  voluntarily 
request  discharge  in  writing  to 
his  immediate  commanding  offi- 
cer. '  ;  '" 

2.  He  must  be  handicapped  by 
age,  to  such  an  extent  that  his 
usefulness  to  the  Army  is  second- 
ary to  his  usefulness  to  industry. 

3.  He  must  present, satisfactory 
evidence  that  lie  i  will  "be  employr 
ed  in  an  essential  war  industry 
if  he  is  discharged.  An  essential 
war  industry  ha§  been  construed 
to  include  agriculture.  '  ; 
INDIVIDUAL  MERITS 

All  applications  will  be  con- 
sidered on  their  individual  merits 
and  no  soldier  will  be  discharged, 
it  was  emphasized,  unless  a  suit- 
able trained  replacement  is  pres- 
ent and  available. 

Officials  of  the  I  War  Department 
stressed  the  factj  that  the  -provi- 
sions for  discharge  of  men  ovei 
38  arf  subject  to  revision  or  re- 
vocation at  any]  time  and  that 
acceptance  of  ah  application  for 
discharge  will  nbt  be  considered 
as  a  promise  to]  release  any  in- 
dividuaL  ! 

Such  acceptance  of  an  applica- 
tion means  merely  that  the  re- 
quest will  receive  1  consideration. 
Any  discharges,  i:  it  was  empha- 
sized, will  be  granted  in  further- 
ance of  the  wari  effort,  and  not 
as  a  right  of  the  (individual.

The' Infantry  School  has  its  cir- 
culation department^ — it's  known 
as  the  Publications  Section  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  Office. 

It's  not  a  very  big  department 
in  personneL  It  has  a  section  chief, 
1st  Lt.  C.  I.  Moore;  a  chief -clerk, 
Tech.  Sgt.  Walter  A.  Player;  a 
battery  of  four  girl  typists:  Miss 
Elizabeth  Wall,  Mrs.  Hazel  E.  Phil- 
lips, Miss  Josephine  Wright,  Mrs. 
Leona  M.  Whitesell;  a  mimeograph 
operator,  Corp.  Joseph  J.  Sheedy; 
and  a  supply  sergeant,  Sgt.  Char- 
les F.  Murray. 

But  its  quantity  of  work  speaks 
for  itself.  It  is  the  job  of  Lt. 
Moore's  department  to  'give  offi- 
cial distribution- to  every  kind  of 
Army  publication,  from  manuals 
to  copies  of  promotion  orders.  It 
takes  long  experience  to  know 
the  intricacies,  the  regulations  and 
the  ways  and  means  of  stretching 
a  small  supply  of  manuals  to  satis- 
fy a- big  demand.  Lt.  Moore  and 
Sgt.  Player  have  had  years  of 
military  oackground  and  experi- 
ence at  the  job  of  satisfying  the 
many  demands  placed  on  their  of- 
fice. 

Tha  department  is  responsible 
for  distribution  of  the  numerous 
War  Department  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's Office  forms.  It  must  cut 
stencils,  for  orders  on  every  stud- 
ent graduating  from  the  school  s 
great  instructional  program.  It 
must  make  extracts  of  orders 
transferring'  men  to  the  school, 
and  it  must 'forward  orders  on 
to  proper  posts  and  proper  per- 
sons. '. 
STATISTICS  GIVEN  , 

Here  are  a  few  figures  on  the 
mass  of  distribution  and  work 
handled  by.  the  Publications  Of- 
fice. In  a  month's  time  49,424  co-^ 
pies  of  army  regulations,  field 
manuals,  technical  manuals,  train- 
ing circulars,  general  orders,  tab- 
les of  basic  allowances,  tables  of 
organizations,  War  Department 
and  other  headquarters  circulars, 
bulletins  and.  miscellaneous  litera- 
ture were  distributed. 

In  a  similar  30-day  period  there 
were  195,900  blank  War  Depart- 
ment AGO  forms  distributed.  . 

The  department's  four  typists 
have  to  be  expert  speedsters  on 
the  keyboards,  for  their  stencil 
cutting  reaches  high  proportions. 
During  a  month's  period  they  cut 
many  hundreds  of  those  long  blue 
sheets  for  file  copies,  extracts  of 
War  Department  and  Infantry! 
School'  Special  orders.  It's  parti-; 
cularly  the  school  special  orders,: 
issued  on  hundreds  of  men  every 
day,  that  keep  the  department  bu- 
sy. 

The  Publications  Office  has  two 
of  the  latest  style  of  mimeographj, 
machines,  the  kind  that  need  only 
the  touch  of  buttons  to  make  them 
spin.  And  spin  they  do  at  high 
speed  to  turn  out^576,000  copies  of 
special  orders,  extracts,  etc.  in  30 
days.  It's  a  problem  in  itself  to 
keep  the  two  hungry  machines 
supplied  with  paper.  " 

The  publications  section  has 
drawer  upon,  drawer  of  index 
cards  which  carry  receipts  and 
details  of  distributions  of  the 
thousands  of  pieces  of  literature 
received  from  higher  headquar- 
ters. " 
WALKING  A.  R.'S  , 

The  section  must  distribute  each 
book,  each  circular,  according  to 
army  -regulations.  Lt.  Moore  and 
Sgt.,  Player  have  become  walking 
army  regulations  when  it  comes 
to  answering  questions  about  the 
allowances  for  each  type  of  org- 
anization and  each  'office  for  1 
certain  manual,  a  certain  war  de- 
partment order. 

They  are  accountable  for  every 
item  they  receive  and  must  ac- 
knowledge receipt  to  higher  head- 


quarters,  a  neat  little  jobjof  con- 
tinuous inventory  in  itself. 

The  publications  office  is  tarn- 
iliar  to  just  about  everyone  in  the 
Infantry  School  Service  command, 
including  the  J4  or  more  regi- 
ments, battalions  and  special  units 
under  it.  For  it  not  only  is  res- 
ponsible for  circulation  of  jail  the 
previously  mentioned .  books, 
pamphlets,  papers,  etc.,  but  also 
is  the  office  of  supply  for  type- 
writer paper,  typewriter  ribbons, 
pencils,  erasers,  envelopes,  -i  etc.  As 
can  be  imagined^  the  requests  are 
varied  and  in .  great  quantity. 

By  and  large;  the  greatest  job 
of  the  office  is  the  detailed  pro- 
position of  distributing  special  or- 
ders on  personnel  transferring 
from  the  school  to  a  new  unit.  . 

When  it  is  realized  that  there 
are  thousands  of  students,  graduat- 
ing each  week,  .and  hundreds  of 
other  members  of  the  school  com- 
mand changing  station,  it  c£n  well 
be  realized  just  how  big  is  the 
circulation  job  of  orders  on  each 


man.  . 

For  every  man  transferred,  sev- 
eral copies  of  th,e  order  transfer- 
ring him  must  be  sent  to  the  man 
himself,  two  or  more  copies  to  his 
present  organization,  a  copy  to 
The  Infantry  School  records  sec- 
tion, several  copies  to  his  new 
station,  and  a  copy  to  the  office 
which  originated  the  order,  for 
checking  purposes. 
HUNDREDS  OF  NAMES 

On  .each  order  there  can  be 
hundreds  of  names,  which  means 
the  number  of  copies  necessary  for 
each  man  must  be  multiplied  by 
the  number  of  names  oh  the  order, 
iand  the  total  is  the  number  of  co- 
pies run  off  on  the  mimeograph 
machine  and  properly  distributed. 

Another  big  proposition-1  for  the 
office,  is  duplicating  of  ;  special 
orders  received.  When  a  large 
number  of  men  are  '  received  in 
the  school,  they  usually  are  auth- 
orized to  come  to  the  school  on 
one  big  order.  It  ii  necessary  then 
to  duplicate  that  order,  ;so  that 
the  records  section  can  ihave  a 
copy  of  it  for  each  man's  file,  and 
one  for  each ,  man's  new.  organiza- 
tion in  the  Infantry  School  Serv- 
ice Command.  ;     1  - 

Yes,  the  publications  section  has 
its  headaches.  If  it  isn't  checking 
stencils  to  see  if  the  apostrophe  is 
in  the  right  place,  or  trying  to 
stretch  200  copies  of  a  basic  field 
manual  to  satisfy  a  demand  for 
500,  it's  doodling  with  figures  try- 
ing to  decide  how  many '  copies 
of  a  special  order  are  necessary 
before  a  class  of  new  officers  can 
be  sent  on  their  way  to  a  new 
station,  or  explaining  to  a  colonel 
that  they  just  can't,  replace  his 
■danged"  stapling  machine.

Officer-Wrestler  Shuns  Juj  Jitsu;  ^ 
Prefers  Own  Tactics  To  Jap  Version 


Capr.  Clodfeiter  Took  Port 
[rv  1922  Olympic  Spectacle 

The  strange  spectacle  of  one  of  the  world's  top  wrestlers 
actually  pinning  his  own  self  and  losing  the  most  important 
match  of  his  life  without  a  hand  being  laid  on  him  is  de- 
scribed bv  Captain  Melvin  C.  Clodfeiter,  student  member  of 
the  3d  Company  in  the  1st  Student  Training  Regiment  and 
member  of  the  United  States  1932  Olympic  Wrestling  Team. 
"This  particular  man  was  a  Ca- 


nadian who  was  competing  in  the 
Olympics  the  year  I  participated," 
Capt.  Clodfeiter  relates.  "He  fell 
victim  to  one  of  the  peculiar,  ar- 
bitrary rules  governing  Olympic 
wrestling.  The  rule  in  question 
states  that  if  a  wrestler  so  much 
as  touches  both  shoulders  to  the 
mat  simultaneously,  no  matter 
how  or  why,  he  is  thereby  pinned 
and  beaten." 

The  Canadian  had  been  wrest- 
*  ling  a  Turk  on  fairly  even  terms 
for  several  minutes,  the  captain 
pointed  out,  when  suddenly  both 
men  broke  contact  and  each  top- 
ped backwards.  In  so  moving  the 
Canadian  tripped  over  a  wrinkle 
in  the  canvas  and  fell  into  a 
roll.  Both  shoulders  happened  to 
touch  the  mat  as  he  rolled  quick- 
ly over  and  on -to  his  feet  again. 
His  opponet  wasn't  even  touching 
him  all  this  time  but  he  was  nev- 
ertheless declared  to1  have  been 
pinned  and  that  was  the  end  of 
the  match.  "The  unfortunate  Ca- 
nadian was  a  good  wrestler,  too, 
even  by  Olympic  standards,"  Cap- 
tain Clodfeiter  adds  "He  might 
have  had  a  chance  to  cop  the 
world  title  but  for  that." 

Captain  Clodfeiter  has  good  rea- 
son to  be  well  versed  in  wrestling 
rules.  He  not  only  wrestled  12  of 
the  best  145-pound  wrestlers  in 
this  country  during  1932,  but  after 
beating  them  all  and  thus  winning 
the  right  to  represent  this  country 
in  his  weight,  he  went  on  and 
wrestled  six  of  the  world's  best 
wrestlers  beating  them  all  and 
actually  beating  the  second  place 
winner  twice. 
PECULIAR  SITUATION 

"This  was  another  case  o 
Olympic  rules,"  says  Capt.  Clod' 
felter  in  explaining  this  curibu: 
anomaly.  According  to  these  rules 
a  wrestler  who  wins  a  match  by 
decision^actually  has  a  black  mark 
placed  'against  him.  Only  if  he 
wins  by  fall  can  he  avoid  getting 
black  marks.  If  he  losesjiis  -match 
he  has  three  marks  "against  him 
'  regardless  of  how  he  lost.  Five 
-  black  marks  eliminate  a  man. 

During  his  Olympic  competition

Captain  Clodfeiter  wrestled  sev- 
en matches,  winning  one  by  fall 
and  five  by  decision.  One  match, 
the  sixth,  was  against  a  Hungarian 
and  the  result  was  contested,  al- 
tho  the  referee  and  all  four  judges 
awarded  a  fall  to  Captain  Clod- 
feiter, which  would  have  won  him 
the  title.  Since  the  United  States 
was  the  host  country  that  year 
diplomacy  entered  the  picture  and 
compelled  a  rerun  the  next  day. 
Capt.  Clodfeiter  was  able  only  to 
get  a  decision  on  this  return  bout 
and  had  the  sad  experience  of  see- 
ing a  man  he  had  beaten  once  by 
a  fall  and  t  second  time  by  a  de- 
ision  go  on  and  win  second  place. 
'This  Hungarian  won  the  Olym- 
pic title  in  1936,"  the  captain  adds, 
"and  in  fact  only  missed  it  in 
1932  by  losing  a  close  final  match 
decision  requiring  overtime  per- 
iods." 

Captain  Clodfelter's  efforts  as  a 
wrestler  began  in  1925  as  a  sopho- 
more at  Oklahoma  A  &  M.  They 
were  so  successful  that  in  addi- 
tion to  attaining  Olympic  heights 
he  also  won  the  Missouri  Valley 
title  3t  145  pounds  in  1927,  and 
the  next  year  by  splitting  weights 
took  the  same  title  at  158  pounds 
while  winning  the  National  Col- 
legiate crown  at  the  145-pound 
weight.  In  the  same  year  he  par- 
ticipated in  the  Olympics  he  also 
won  the  National  AAU  title  for 
the  145-poiind  class. 

In  making  the  Olympic  Team 
Captain  Clodfeiter  wrestled  12 
men  before  clinching  a  berth.  He 
scored  eight  falls  and  four  deci- 
sions. The  final  tryouts  for  the 
team  were  held  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity and  Captain  Clodfeiter 
says  he  believes  his  hardest  match 
and  the  one  to  which  he  gave 
most  preparation  was  the  final 
bout  with  Bishop  of  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity. Bishop  had  previously 
won  over  such  powerful  wrest- 
lers as  Goins  of  Indiana  °and  Lew- 
is of  Oklahoma  University  and 
was  considered  one  of  the  tough- 
n  ever  to  wrestle  at  145 

pounds. 

RUGGED  TRAINING 

In  preparing  for  the  Olympics 
Captain  Clodfeiter  underwent 
three  months  of  preliminary  train- 
ing which  consisted  largely  of  road 
work,  calisthenics  and  light  work- 
outs. For  the  six  weeks  just  prior 
to  the  Olympics  he  followed  an 
intensive  schedule  that  called  for 
two  miles' of  road  work,  15  min- 
utes of  calisthenics,  30  minutes 
practicing  holds  and  15  minutes 
of  all-out  competitive  wrestling 
daily. 

The  entire  Olympic  wrestling 
tournament,  the  captain  states, 
lasted  four  days.  On  two  of  these 
he  wrestled  two  matches  each. 
Between  matches  he  would  eat 


normal  substantial  meals  with 
plenty  of  steak  and  sugar.  How- 
ever, during  the  two  hours  just 
prior  to  match  time  tea  and  cho- 
colate only  was  permitted.

During  his  four  years  of  high 
sch|)ol  at  Enide,  Okla.,  he  wrestled 
none  at  all.  It  wasn't  until  his 
sophomope  year  in  oollege  and  af- 
ter |he  had  injured  his  nose  play- 
ing^ varsity  football  that  he  was 
introduced  to  wrestling. .  A  fam- 
ous! exponent  of  that  activity!  con- 
tacted him  at  that  time  and  point-, 
ed  lout  the  merits  of  a  sport  in 
which  casualti.es  were  less  fre- 
quent. The  sport  he  recommended, 
of  'poiirse,  was  wrestling  and  its 
endorser  ought  to  have  known  be- 
cause he  was  none  other  than  the 
latei,  famous  E.  C.  Gallagher,  Ok- 
lahoma A  &  M  athletic  director 
ancj  wrestling  coach. 
VETERAN  TRAINER 

qfallagher  coached  25  years, 
Ca£t.  Clodfeiter  says,  and  in  this 
timje  produced  20  National  Colle- 
giate team  titleholders,  9  AAU 
teafei  champs,  had  17  of  his  pupils 
make  the  Olympic  team,  of  which 
8  |von  ^titles.  He  has  produced 
coaches  for  17  universities  and 
375f  high  schools. 

Just  as  in  his  own.  case,  Capt. 
Clodfeiter  says  his  coach,  Galla- 
gher, who  was  a  graduate  of  en- 
gineering, took  over  the  wrestling 
job.  at  Oklahoma  A  &  M  when  it 
was  decided  to  carry  that  sport 
theire  for  the  first  time.  He  had 
actually  never  wrestled  before, 
Capt.  Clodfeiter  says,  and  knew 
littje  about  the  art.  However,  he' 
had  years  of  training  as  a  physical 
training  instructor  behind  him  and 
cy|  study  of  books  alone  quickly 
picked  up  the  art  tie  was  so  suc- 
cessful in  imparting  to  others.
